The parties obtaining advances on their 
tobe:co will be required to giAe the 
bank a lien on said tobacco, and in ad- 
dition sign an agreement by which they 
become individually, jointly and sev- 
erally responsible for the whole amount 
• of money so advanced, including inter- 
eat at the rate of 6 per cent, payable an- 
nually; said advances to mature and be 
payable Pel ruary I, 1006, or sooner, if 
Mid tobacco should be sold. The ad- 
vances will be as follows: On the A B 
and C grades of leaf and lugs$l per 
hundred pounds. On the I) grade of 
leaf and lugs fe.50 per hundred pounds. 
On the H and O grades of leaf and lugs 
|j per hundred pounds. On the trash %'i 
per hundred pounds. On all nondescript 
there will be no advance. 

In addition to the above, said bank 
advances $1 per hundred pounds to r ay 
the rehandling, redrying, prizing, class- 
ing and hogsheal expenses, and also 
storage and insurance until the first 
of November I9O6. 

Gentlemen, we, your committee, con- 
gratulate ourseives upon being able to 
finance our business at home. The ob- 
jectionable feature of having our tobacco 
tied up with the Louisville Wurehouse 
I Co. is now eliminated, and we hope it 

I will meet the hearty approval of all. 
Now let us batten the completion of our 
•torage house for the coucty and have it 
ready for this tobacco in order to relieve 
our rehandling houses when the prizing 
season comes *

Financial Panic Predicted. 

New York, Jan. i— Unless there is 
currency reform, a panic betide 
which former panics will seem insig- 
nificant, was predicted bv Jacob H. 
Schiff, head of the banking mm of 
Kuhn Loeh&fo, in a speech before 
the New YorK Chamber of Commerce 
today. Mi. Scbiff said he did not re- 
gard hucu a panic as imminent, but 
believed it will come unless something 
is done to remedy the luck of elasticity 
of the preaent currency system. He 
declared that he did not favor the pUn 
proposed by secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw tor rutief of the siuation, U 
being his opinion that the Secretary's 
plan would am speculation rather than 
legitimate business. Mr. Hchift ravor- 
ed a currency baaed on commercial 
paper as more helpful to the general 
bpsiness interests of the county.
